" . f’he  unity  of  government,  which  constitutes  you 

one  people,  is  also  now  dear  to  you.  It  is  justly  so; 
for  it  is  a  main  pillar  in  the  edifice  of  your  real  indepen¬ 
dence ,  the  support  of  your  tranquillity  at  home;  your 
peace  abroad;  of  your  safety;  of  your  prosperity;  of  that 

very  liberty  which  you  so  highly  prize . ■ 

...this  is  the  point  in  your  political  fortress  against  which 
the  batteries  of  internal  and  external  enemies  will  be  most 
constantly  and  actively  (though  often  covertly  and  insidu- 
ously)  directed . " 

" . The  basis  of  our  political  systems  is  the  right  of 

the  people  to  make  and  to  alter  their  constitutions  of  gov¬ 
ernment.  But  the  constitution  which  at  any  time  exists, 
till  changed  by  an  explicit  and  authentic  act  of  the  whole 
people,  is  sacredly  obligatory  upon  all.  The  very  idea 
of  the  power  and  the  right  of  the  people  to  establish  gov¬ 
ernment  presupposes  the  duty  of  every  individual  to  obey 
the  established  government . " 

" . The  alternate  domination  o^  one  faction  over  another, 

sharpened  by  the  spirit  of  revenge,  natural  to  party  dis¬ 
sension,  which  in  different  ages  and  countries  has  per¬ 
petrated  the  most  horrid  enormities,  is  itself  a  frightful 

despotism . The  disorders  and  miseries  which 

result,  gradually  incline  the  minds  of  men  to  seek  secur¬ 
ity  and  repose  in  the  absolute  power  of  an  individual ;  and 
sooner  or  later  the  chief  of  some  prevailing  faction,  more 
able  or  more  fortunate  than  his  competitors,  turns  this 
disposition  to  the  purposes  of  his  own  elevation,  on  the 
ruins  of  public  liberty." 

" . in  reviewing  the  incidents  of  my  administration, 

I  am  unconscious  of  intentional  error,  I  am  nevertheless 
too  sensible  of  my  defects  not  to  think  it  probable  that  I 
may  have  committed  many  errors.  Whatever  they  may 
be,  1  fervently  beseech  the  Almighty  to  avert  or  mitigate 
the  evils  to  which  they  may  tend.  1  shall  also  carry  with 
me  the  hope  that  my  country  will  never  cease  to  view 
them  with  indulgence . "

Reorganization 
Meeting 

The  entire  tenor  of  the  even¬ 
ing  at  the  School  Board  Reorgan¬ 
ization  meeting  last  week  was 
one  of  doom.  Even  though  the 
people  of  East  Paterson  were 
successful  In  cutting  the  “big 
seven”  to  five,  the  lines  were 
more  clearly  drawn  than  ever. 
The  atmosphere  seemed  to 
indicate  it  was  a  crime  to  win  an 
election,  and  at  this  meeting  It 
was  difficult  to  determine  who  had 
won  the  election.  The  fact  that 
the  people  of  our  Boro  spoke 
at  the  polls  seemed  of  little 
consequence.  The  entire  Reor¬ 
ganization  Meetlne  was  handled 
in  such  a  way  that  the  will  of 
the  people  was  completely 
Ignored. 

If  this  reorganization  meeting 
was  any  indication  of  the  type

Councilman  Earl  Sattler  made  a 
flowery  presentation  speech  re 
Russ  Fenn  at  the  re-organization 
meeting  of  the  School  Board. 

More  Interesting . Democratic 

Municipal  Chairman  Sal  “Do- 
Do”  Splnato  signed  Fenn’s  peti¬ 
tion  for  a  re-run  at  the  Trustee 
position.  It’s  certainly  no  secret 
that  Fenn  Is  a  Republican. 


The  “free  telephones  for 
councilman”  controversy  came 
up  again  at  last  week’s  council 
meeting.  Councilman  Hampel’s 
motion  to  discontinue  free  tele¬ 
phone  service  to  Councilman  as 
of  March  1st  was  passed. 

Democratic  Councilman  James 
V.  Goodwin  had  this  to  say  to 
Finance  Chairman  A,  Hampel 
and  the  UJ3.  majority:  “If  this 
Is  to  Impress  the  taxpayers  with 
their  savings  of  this  petty  sum 
It  would  be  wise  to  check  else¬ 
where  where  much  larger  savings 
can  be  affected.  Since  most 
councllmen  were  unavailable,  or 
not  In,  when  the  public  tried  to 
contact  them  during  the  most 
recent  snow  storm,  I  was  still 
available  and  will  be  at  any  time 
just  be  calling  me  at  SW  7-0682.’’ 

In  contrast  to  the  petty  savings, 
Goodwin  suggested  a  check  on  the 
phones  in  th§  Tax  Collectors 
office,  (who  is  also  the  Demo. 
Municipal  Chairman).  “It  Is 
common  knowledge,”  he  said, 
“they  are  used  for  campaigning, 
all  fund  raising  drives,  dinner, 
soliciting  and  everything  but  for 
doing  the  job  the  Tax  Collector 
was  elected  to  do.” 

“As  a  matter  iof  fact  despite 
Mr.  Splnato’s  Inconipetent  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Tax  Collectors 
office  and  Its  employees  last 
year,  his  colleagues  the  UJ). 
majority  of  the  Mayor  and  Council 
are  contemplating  giving  him  an 
undeserved  $1,000.00  raise.” 

“I  might  add  also,  that  this  is 
certainly  not  in  keeping  with  their 
campaign  platform  of  giving  only 
merited  raises.” 

“The  Tax  Collector,  Mr. 
Splnato,  and  his  harrassment  of 
long  time  employees.  Miss  Dye 
(25  years)  who  had  to  take  a 
medical  leave  and  machine 
operator  Mrs.  Casagrande  (about 
20  years)  who  quit  her  job  rather 
than  be  mistreated,  leaves  In  my 
mind  a  very  poor  recommenda¬ 
tion  tor  such  special  treatment 
by-  the  U.D.  council  majority. 
1  neglected  to  mention  also  Mrs. 
Dykson  who  ranked  first  on  a 
civil  service  test,  was  hired  by 
the  Mayor  and  Council  yet  was 
told  by  the  tax  collector  he  didn’t 
want  her,  but  nevertheless  these 
actions  were  all  condoned  by  his 
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colleagues.” 

Continuing,  Councilman  Good¬ 
win  stated  a  savings  of  $1,000 
can  also  be  affected  If  the  tax 
office  would  iqake  out  the  payroll 
as  has  always  been  done  with 
the  exception  of  the  past  two 
years. 

He  said,  “The  tax  collector 
publicly  stated  (after  purchas¬ 
ing  a  new  tax  billing  machine  In 
1965  equipped  to  do  payroll  and 
other  computations,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $7,000.)  that  from  now  on 
the  payroll  would  be  made  out 
by  the  tax  office  saving  the  $  1 ,000 
cost  to  Data  Processing.  Never¬ 
theless  we  are  still  paying  $1,000 
again  In  1966  for  a  job  that  should 
be  done  In  the  tax  office.” 

“It’s  really  a  very  serious 
situation  when  the  Mayor  and 
Council  have  to  resort  to  passing 
a  resolution  to  force  the  tax 
collector  Mr.  Splnato  to  do  the 
job  he  Is  required  to  do  by  law. 
To  refresh  the  public’s  memory 
he  failed  to  forward  progress 
financial  statements  monthly  on 
tax  collections  with  the  resultant 
late  Information  that  the  sum  of 
$242,000.  as  uncollected  taxes  Is 
proof  positive  that  the  tax  col¬ 
lector  was  negligent  In  doing  his 
duty  as  the  chief  financial 
employee  of  our  borough.” 

“We  should  have  beenawareof 
our  financial  plight  and  tax 
collection  ratio  on  a  monthly 
basis.  Who  Is  the  loser?  Again, 
the  taxpayer  for  It  is  hewhopays 
doubly.  I  might  add  that  at

Tuesday’s  meeting,  the  first 
monthly  report  tor  1966  was 
received.  For  the  record,  the 
tax  collector’s  salary  and  search 
tees  and  custodian  of  funds, 
salary,  amounts  to  about  $8,300. 
The  plum  job  In  the  state  nets 
him  anywhere  from  $600  to  $1200 
additional.”

Acting  as  spokesman  for  thirty-four  bus¬ 
iness  and  professional  men  located  on  the 
north  side  of  Route  Four,  Jerome  Koran- 
sky,  proprietor  of  Aristocrat  Formal  Wear 
Rental  Service,  addressed  Chamber  of 
Commerce  members  at  last  week's  meeting, 
in  an  earnest  appeal  for  help  from  this 
body  in  alleviating  parking  conditions  ad¬ 
versely  affecting  the  Route  Four  group. 

Declaring  that  in  the  entire  eight  block  area  on  the  north 
side  of  Route  Four  there  is  room  to  park  only  39  cars,  Kor- 
ansky  pointed  out  that  unless  something  is  done  soon,  many 
of  these  businesses  will  be  forced  to  move  away,  Koransky 
pointed  out  further  that  taxes  to  the  Boro  from 
the  area  total  $30,000  annually.  In  the  matter 
merchants  are  paying  top  prices  for  prime  locations  and  now 
find  they  are  being  strangled  because  of  "no  parking"  ordin¬ 
ances.  Until  last  fall  the  Elmwood  Shopping  Center  very  gra¬ 
ciously  allowed  them  some  use  of  their  parking  lot.  Now, 

•  however,  with  the  advent  of  the  Grandway  Store,  the  Elmwood 
Merchants  need  all  of  their  existing  parking  facilities  and  have 
been  forced  to  forbid  parking  by  anyone  other  than  shoppers 
at  the  Center. 

NC  PARKING  AT  ANY  TIME 
CN  EIGHT  SIDE  STREETS 
The  existing  ordinance  calls  for  NC  PARKING  at  any  time 
on  Florence  Place,  Elizabeth  Avenue,  Bellevue,  Rosedale, 
Grange,  Rosemont,  Parkview  and  Sterling  Street.  Last  year 
the  Chamber  surveyed  the  area  for  resident  reaction  to  the 
No  Parking  edict,  Cf  the  l68  registered  voters  in  the  eight 
block  area,  127  were  interviewed.  Eighty-four  were  in  fayor 
of  opening  the  streets  to  two  hour  parking;  thirty -three  were 
opposed  to  this. 

The  group  which  Koransky  represented  asked  the  Chamber 
to  contact  the  Mayor  and  Council  with  a  proposal  to  have  the 
ordinance  amended  to  allow  two-hour  parking  on  the  eight 
above  mentioned  streets  from  8  A.M,  to  6  P.M.  daily,  except 
Sundays  and  Holidays.  The  Chamber  agreed  unanimously  to 
this  proposal  and  resolved  to  write  a  letter  to  this  effect  for  the 
Mayor  and  Council's  consideration. 

HAVE  SCUGHT  HELP  BEFCRE 
The  Route  Four  Merchant  group  in  the  past  have  several 
times  brought  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  and 
Council,  but  to  date  have  never  received  a  satisfactory  answer.

AINST  POISONING 

1.  Keep  all  drugs,  poisons,  and 
other  household  chemicals  out 
of  the  reach  of  children  and 

■  away  from  food. 

2.  Lock  up  all  dangerous  sub¬ 
stances. 

3.  Do  not  store  poisonous  or  In¬ 
flammable  substances  (kero¬ 
sene,  gasoline,  rat  poisons, 
etc.)  In  food  or  beverage  con¬ 
tainers. 

4.  Read  all  labels  and  carefully 
follow  “caution”  statements. 
Even  If  a  chemical  is  not  la¬ 
beled  “poison,”  Incorrect  use 
may  be  dangerous. 

5.  Do  not  eat  or  serve  foods  which 
smell  or  look  abnormal  and  re¬ 
member  that  they  may  poison 
household  and  farm  animals. 

6.  Be  sure  all  poisons  are  clearly 
marked.  This  can  be  done  by 
sealing  with  adhesive  tape  or 
using  a  special  marker. 

7.  When  you  throw  away  drugs  or 
hazardous  materials  be  sure 
the  contents  cannot  be  reached 
by  children  or  pets. 

8.  Warn  small  children  not  toeat 
or  drink  drugs,  chemicals, 
plants,  or  berries  they  find, 
without  your  permission.  In¬ 
sist  on  this. 

9.  Use  cleaning  fluids  with  ade¬ 
quate  ventilation  only,  and 
avoid  breathing  vapors. 

10.  Protect  your  skin  and  eyes 
when  using  insect  poisons, 
weed  killers,  solvents,  and 
cleaning  agents.  Be  sure  to 
wash  thoroughly  after  use  of 
such  things,  and  promptly  re¬ 
move  contaminated  clothing. 

11. Do  not  allow  food  or  food  uten¬ 
sils  to  become  contaminated 
when  using  insect  sprays,  aer- 
osal  mists,  rat  poisons,  weed 
killers  or  cleaning  agents. 

12.  Do  not  take  or  give  medicine 
in  the  dark.  Be  sure  you  can 
clearly  read  the  label  on  the 
container.

17. Do  not  take  medicine  from  an 
unlabeled  bottle — transparent 
tape  over  the  label  will  pro¬ 
tect  it. 

18.  Date  all  drug  supplies  when 
you  buy  them. 

19. Weed  out  the  left-overs  reg¬ 
ularly  from  your  medicine 
chest — especially  any  pre¬ 
scription  drug  that  your  phy¬ 
sician  ordered  for  a  partic¬ 
ular  illness. 

20. Use  a  prescription  drug  only 
for  the  patient  for  whom  the 
physician  ordered  it. 

21. Read  all  direction  and  cau¬ 
tion  statements  on  the  drug 
lable  each  time  you  plan  to 
use  it,

LISTEN  TO  GEORGE  WASHINGTON!  (From  Christopher 
News  Notes,  The  Christophers,  Father  James  Keller,  M.M. 
Director)  : 


When  George  Washington  took  the 
oath  as  first  President  of  the  United 
States  on  April  30,  1789,  he  sponta¬ 
neously  added  this  four-word  prayer  of 
his  own;  "So  hcl^  me  God,”  an  invoca¬ 
tion  still  used  in  official  oaths  by  those 
taking  public  office,  in  courts  of  justice 
and  in  other  legal  proceedings. 

In  the  .  first  part  of  his  Inaugural 
Address,"  immediately  following  the 
oath,  Washington  reverently  acknowl¬ 
edged  our  country’s  dependence  on  Al¬ 
mighty  God: 

.  .  it  iioiihl  he  fieciiliarl)  improper  to  omit 
in  thi\  prst  official  act,  my  fen  cut  siipplica- 
tiiois  to  that  Almighty  Being  ii  ho  rules  oi  er 
the  iinnerse — it  ho  presides  in  the  council  of 
nations — and  u  hose  proi  idential  aids  ran 
supply  eiery  human  defect,  that  his  hene- 
diction  may  consecrate  to  the  liherties  and 
happiness  of  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
a  goi  ernment  instituted  hy  themseli  es  for 
these  essential  purposes  .  . 

Seven  and  a  half  years  later,  on  Sept.  19, 
1794..  Washington  gave  his  memorable  Farewell 
Address.  In  it,  he  gave  public  testimony  to  the 
importance  of  "religion  and  morality"  in  the 
conduct  of  good  government: 

"Of  all  the  dispositions  and  hahits  uhich 
lead  to  political  prosperity,  religion  and 
morality  arc  indispensable  supports." 

Then  in  his  next  sentence  he  questioned  the 
patriotism  of  those  who  would  banish  religious 
truth  from  public  affairs: 

"In  lain  uoiild  that  man  claim  the  tribute 
of  patriotism ,  u  ho  should  labor  to  subcert 
these  great  pillars  of  human  happiness,  these 
firmest  profs  of  the  destinies  of  men  and 
citizens." 


HUMILITY  IN  VICTORY 

Washington’s  hope  amid  defeat  was  paralleled 
by  his  gratitude  and  humility  in  success.  After 
the  decisive  victory  at  Yorktown,  Va.,  October 
19,  1781,  he  wrote  a  friend  in  Connecticut: 

"To  the  great  Ruler  of  Eienls  and  not  to 
any  sendee  of  mine,  I  ascribe  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  our  contest  for  liberty.  I  never  con¬ 
sidered  the  fortunate  issue  of  any  measure 
adopted  by  me  in  the  progress  of  the  Revo¬ 
lution  in  any  other  light  than  as  the  order¬ 
ing  of  Divine  Providence." 

NATIONAL 
TH-ANKSGIVING  DAY 

As  the  first  President,  Washington  was  aware 
that  his  actions  could  well  become  precedents. 
On  October  3,  1789,  he  proclaimed  a  national 
Thanksgiving  Day.  This  was  the  beginning  of  a 
long  series  of  similar  executive  orders  that  have 
remained  part  of  American  life  down  to  the 
present: 

"Whereas  it  is  the  duty  of  all  nations  to 
acknoivlcdge  the  Providence  of  Almighty 
Cod,  to  obey  His  uill,  to  be  grateful  for 
His  benefits,  and  humbly  to  implore  His 
protection  and  fator,  and  whereas  both 
Houses  of  Congress  have  by  their  joint  com¬ 
mittee  rciiuestcd  me  'to  commend  to  the 
people  of  the  United  States  a  day  of  public 
thanksgiiing  and  prayer  to  be  obscried  by 
acknou  Icdging  with  grateful  hearts  the 
many  signal  favors  of  Almighty  Cod,  es¬ 
pecially  by  affording  them  an  opportunity 
peaceably  to  establish  a  form  of  government 
for  their  safety  and  happiness,'  now  there¬ 
fore  I  do  recommend  and  assign  Thursday 
the  26th  day  of  November  nc\t,  to  be  dc- 
voted  to  the  service  of  that  great  and 
glorious  Being,’  Who.  is  the  beneficent 
Author  of  all  the  good  that  lias,  that  is, 
or  u  ill  be."

Rabbi  Nathan  Levinson

One  of  the  first  characteris¬ 
tics  of  our  country  is  that  we 
are  a  nation  of  immigrants  who 
have  attained  unity  in  seeking  a 
common  goal.  We  are  a  nation 
of  many  origins  who  still  cher¬ 
ish  the  pioneer  spirit  -  witness 
our  reaction  to  the  Hungarian 
Revolt. 

Americans  have  established 
a  democratic  equality  of  oppor¬ 
tunity  within  a  republican  frame 
of  government.  Above  all,  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  have 
in  common  the  worship  of  God 
and  respect  for  the  Bible.

Have  you  praised  the  Lord  yet 
today?  It  does  seem  a  shame 
these  days;  that  with  more  and 
more  blessings  coming  to  us  from 
the  Lord,  we  as  Believers  seem 
to  be  praising  Him  less  and  less! 

In  that  beautiful  hymn  of  praise 
called  the  113thPsalm, our  atten¬ 
tion  is  once  again  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  we,  as  Believers,  ought 
to  be  praising  the  Lord.  When 
did  you  last  CONSCIOUSLY 
praise  His  Holy  Name?How often 
it  is  that  we  heap  just  loads  of 
praise  upon  some  person;  yet 
hardly  any  at  all  upon  the  Lord 
our  God!  How  about  you? 

If  you  want  to  start  the  day  out 
better;  or  end  it  inamoreChrls- 
tian  way  than  you  began  it;  then 
may  I  suggest  that  you  begin 
to  CONSCIOUSLY  praise  the 
Lord.  We  put  the  emphasis  upon 
the  word  consciously  here 
because  this  means  that  you  will 
have  to  slow  down  a  moment 
and  actually  concentrate  your 
attention  upon  Him.  You  will  have 
to  ask  yourself  a  question  or  two, 
such  as:  1)  Lord,  do  my  plans 
for  today  please  Thee?  Having 
listened  for  His  answer  and 
having  gotten  straightened  out  on 
that  score,  we  then  ask  2)  Lord, 
how  can  I  best  serve  Thee  thru 
the  activities  these  plans  will 
Involve  me  in?  Doing  this  will 
of  course  necessitate  a  concen¬ 
tration  of  your  mind  upon  God 
the  Lord,  which  to  do  will  be 
part  ofworshipping  Him  with  your 
mind  as  well  as  with  your  words. 
It  will  be  an  excellent  way  to 
‘‘Consciously  Praise  the  Lord.” 

Besides  this  the  Psalmist  re¬ 
minds  us  about  many  things  about 
God  the  Lord  for  which  we  should 
be  praising  Him  for.  One  is  that 
even  though  He  dwells  on  high, 
and  is  above  all  nations  yet  He 
is  much  interested  in  just  what 
goes  on  here  on  earth! 

Consciously  praise  the  Lord  for 
His  concern  for  us,  which  reveals 
to  us  but  a  portion  of  His  great 
love  for  us! 

We  are  also  told  in  this  Psalm 
that  He  ‘‘raises  up  the  poor,” 
and  even  makes  the  barren 
woman  to  become  ‘‘a  joyful 
mother  of  children”!

Hot  off  the  presses  this  week 
comes  a  long  awaited  volume. 
This  much  expected  paperback 
is  FOLK-ROCK:  THE  BOB 
DYLAN  STORY,  by  Sy  and 
Barbara  Ribakove.  Anyone  who 
follows  folk  music,  even  to  the 
slightest  extent  has  heard  the 
name  of  this  contemporary 
genius.  Since  he  has  written  such 
songs  as  ‘‘Blowin’  In  TheWlnd,” 
‘‘Mr.  Tambourine  Man,”  ‘‘Don’t 
Think  Twice,”  and  ‘‘It  Ain’t  Me 
Babe,”  one  would  expect  that 
sooner  or  later  some  ambitious 
author  would  take  the  initiative 
to  write  a  sensational  book-length 
biographical  piece  about  him. 
Unfortunately  this  selection  fails 
to  meet  that  expectation.  Although 
it  does  present  a  rather  interest¬ 
ing  picture  of  the  life  and  rise 
to  stardom  of  this  folk  artist, 
its  information  is  too  shallow  lor 
the  folk  or  folk-rock  aficionado. 

The  book’s  beginning  deals 
briefly  with  Dylan’s  early  child¬ 
hood  In  Duluth  and  Hibblng, 
Minnesota,  and  his  seven  or  eight 
attempts  at  running  away  from 
home.  During  these  several 
meanderings  one  seens  how  Bob 
was  bitten  by  the  music  bug. 
Finally  at  age  eighteen  he  suc¬ 
cessfully  ran  away  from  his 
Ribbing,  Minnesota  home.  For 
nearly  two  years  he  wandered 
virtually  over  all  the  United 


States,  eventually  at  age  nineteen 
he  landed  in  New  York,  a 
‘‘freewheelin’  nlneteen-year-old 
ragamuffin  with  a  battered  guitar, 
a  couple  of  wheezy  harmonicas 
and  a  head  full  of  songs.”  A 
little  over  a  year  later  with  the 
success  of  ‘‘Blowin’  In  The 
Wind,’  he  was  rocketed  into  the 
musical  consciences  of  the 
nation.  Thus  was  the  early  career 
of  Bob  Dylan  begun. 

Perhaps  the  best  achievement 
of  the  book  is  the  explanation  of 
the  coordination  between  Dylan’s 
personal  life  and  its  influence 
on  his  music.  This  is  done  through 
an  analysis  of  his  six  best  sel¬ 
ling  albums,  and  a  corresponding 
glimpse  into  the  hectic  life  and 
world  of  the  artist.  Still  on  the 
plus  side,  the  book’s  coverage 
of  the  various  receptions  of 
Dylan’s  ‘‘folk  song  to  a  rock 
beat,”  proves  to  be  of  consider¬ 
able  Interest. 

Personally  I  would  like  to  have 
seen  a  much  more  detailed  bio¬ 
graphy  of  Bob  Dylan.  Something 
along  the  line  of  the  LIFE  OF 
DYLAN  THOMAS  (from  whom 
Bob  (Zimmerman)  Dylan  took  his 
name)  would  have  been  a  marked 
success.  But  for  the  general 
reader  this  volume  Is  a  good 
introduction  to  the  folk  and  folk- 
rock  music  of  a  true  original 
genius.  Bob  Dylan.

Paterson  —  Mario  GiUio,  regarded  by  many  as  one  o< 
the  finest  athletes  turned  out  in  the  history  of  Don  Bosco 
Technical  High  School,  was  Paterson’s  schoolboy  ath¬ 
lete  of  1965  in  the  opinion  of  the  sports  award  committee 
of  the  Old  Timers  A.  A.  of  Greater  Paterson,  Inc. 

The  committee  has  selected  Gillio,  at  presenhm  fresh¬ 
man  at  Glassboro  State  College,  to  be  the  recipicdit  of  the 
Lou  Costello  Memorial  trophy,  the  second  of  four  awards 
announced  to  date.  Previously  the  committee  had  named 
Curt  Blefary  of  Mahwah  as  the  top  area  athlete  in  national 
competition  in  1965.  Other  awards  will  be  announced  next 
week  as  to  the  winners  of  the  club  and  sportsman’s 
trophies. 

Gillio  played  two  sports,  basketball  and  baseball,  but 
reached  his  peak  as  an  athlete  in  the  latter  sport.  He  was 
named  to  the  second  all-state  high  school  team  by  the 
Newark  Star-Ledger  as  a  catcher.  He  was  The  Call’s  All- 
Passaic  County  catcher  for  1964  as  well  as  1965,  and  also 
the  catcher  on  the  All-Catholic  Conference  all-star  team. 

Gillio  batted  .477  during  the  1965  campaign,  best  mark 
of  any  schoolboy  player  in  the  area.  Included  in  his  32 
hits  were  seven  -doubles,  two  triples  and  one  home  run. 
Largely  through  Gillio’s  fine  hitting  and  catching,  Don 
Bosco  Tech  compiled  an  amazing  24-2  record  on  the  dia¬ 
mond  last  year,  best  in  the  school's  history  and  one  of 
the  finest  baseball  marks  any  city  school  ever  compiled. 

Although  baseball  was  his  forte,  Gillio  also  was  a 
basketball  standout  for  Don  Bosco  Tech  and  was  a  second 
team  choice  on  the  Catholic  Conference  All-Star  team 
picked  by  The  Call.  He  scored  a  total  of  297  poinU  that 
season  for  a  12.3-pcr  game  average  as  Don  Bosco  won 
13  of  24  games.  He  was  center  on  the  club. 

Gillio  also  played  baseball  with  the  Pasquariello- 
Bradle  Post  187,  American  Legion,  but  this  did  not  figure 
in  the  choice  for  the  award  winner.  Only  feats  accom¬ 
plished  during  the  1965  scholastic  play  were  Weighed 
by  the  committee  in  making  the  award. 

John  Price  of  Eastside  was  the  1964  recipient  of  the 
Costello  Memorial  award.

Mr.  GaUo 
then  Introduced  a  motion  naming 
Mr.  Staudlnger  as  president, 
Gallo  accompanied  this  motion 
with  ^  Impassioned  speech 
extolling  the  supfirb  qualities  of 
Mr.  Staudlnger,  concluding  his 
remarks  with  “THIS  Is  the  type 
of  man  thjs  seat  requires.’’

changed 

Another  motion  passed  this 
evening,  changes  the  Board  of 
Education  meeting  nights  from 
the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month  to  the  third  Monday, 
making  the  next  meeting 
March  21st.

Many  In  the  audience 
wondered  why  “vindication”  was 
necessary  If  “irregularities” 
and  “human  errors”  were  the 
only  Issues  at  stake  In  this 
election. 

"MAKE  CHARGE 
PUBLICLY" 

Newly  elected  Trustee  Thomas 
Morlarty  chaUenged  the  men  who 
In  their  “  Fact  Sheet”  had  accused 
him  of  being  an  “extremist”  and 
an  “admitted  rightist”,  to  stand 
up  and  make  this  charge  publicly. 
As  he  said  this,  he  looked  through 
the  audience  and  to  those  sitting 
on  the  Board.
